. In reply to a request by the - 
ANTIOCH NEWS, James Corrigan, 
Chairman of the negotiating team for 
the ACHS Education Association 
submitted the following statement 
regarding the status of negotiations for 
the 1971-72 contract between the 
Education Association and The Board 
ot Education, District No. 117. 

As we reported some time ago, the 
teachers at the Antioch Community 
High School unanimously rejected the 
board's position on the items being 
negotiated for this year's contract. The 
delay in our returning to the negotiating 
table stems in part from the simple 
problem of scheduling. The burdens of 
the academic year are making it difficult 
for us to find a mutually convenient 
time. Another reason is that the 
negotiating sessions are still under the 
rules of mediation. The federal mediator 
has decided to do some additional spade 
work to assure that the next session(s) 
will be more fruitful than the last. , 

, The board was apparently shocked 
that the teachers rejected their "offer". 
This* is, at best, mystifying. For; all 
practical purposes the board has offered 
nothing . They watered down some of 
our recommended modifications of the 
PNA and. rejected all the others. They 
have offered monetary advancments 
only to those whose course work has 
just earned them another degree or at 
least placed them on a different credit 
hour column within the salary schedule. 
This affects only two of the fifty-seven 
members pf the association. The other 
fifty-five members- are to be 
compensated neither for years of service 
nor for increases in the cost of living. 

The board has said that they really 
don't know what the teachers want 
This is hogwash. We've been at the table 
with, them, off and on, tor seven 
months. They know perfectly well what 
the problem is. Teachers have bills to 
pay too. To the best of our knowledge 



__Jhere is only one other school board in 
the State of Illinois that has been as 
arbitrary as the Antioch High School 
Board of Education. Our board is one of 
two boards in the state that have 
refused their teachers some kind of a 
cost of living increase. It appears to the 
faculty that those who were on strike 
last fall are being spanked for having 
injured the board's dignity by going to 
the sidewalk. It appears that it must still 
be a live issue. Let us recall, then, that, 
the agreement we had with the board 
clearly stated that in the event of an 
impasse a third party would be brought 
in to settle the dispute once and for all 
The board's negotiator, however, 
announced that no such agreement 
would be honored. The board now says 
that it wasn't aware that this violation 
had occurred. Rather strange when you 
consider that two board members were 
in the negotiating chamber when their 
negotiator made the announcement I 
asked one board member whether the 
strike had in any way influenced the 
board's attitude toward the teachers so 
far as- .present negotiations were 
concerned, lie admitted that it was a 
contributing factor. So the board 
chastizes the teachers for striking, when 
striking was the only action left to 
them. What the board did in refusing to 
live up to the terms of the signed 
agreement was to rob the teachers of 
the right to relinquish the salary index 
with honor. If a third party had come in 
and said, "I find in favor of the board," 
there would have been no strike. There 
are about seventy members of the high 
school staff who know perfectly well 
who "precipitated" the walkout It now 
seems, however, that because those 
teachers were so "naughty" last year, 
they are not to receive even a modest 




a contract of the type currently 
proposed by the board would be for a 
binding arbitrator to come in and order 
us to accept it 

As for those who would think of the 
teachers as "greedy" or "undedicated'V 
let them keep in mind that two years in 
a row we have returned to work without 
a contract. We, better than anyone else, 
realize our commitment to our students. 
If anyone wishes to call the teachers 
"undedicated". let him say it to our 
faces.

The Antioch Village Board 
meeting of October 4 met with 
some spirited opposition when 
the question of an apartment 
complex on Hlghvlew Drive 
came up for discussion. Several 
residents of the area were 
present at the meeting to voice 
their opposition to the project. 
Among those objecting to the 
location of apartments In a 
primarily residential area were 
Mr. and Mrs. Jack Davis, Mr. 
Robert Caldwell, Mrs. Eleanor 
Hauser, Mr. Anton Nab and 

Mrs. Roger Halwas. The pastor 
of the Evangelical Free Church, 
which is located in the area, 
was also present. The residents 
main objections were that the 
primarily rural atmosphere of 
the area would be destroyed. 
Wild life which abounds in the 
area would be impaired as 
would the general welfare of all 
current 'residents due to the 
increase in traffic. 

Supporters of the plan

This week our editorial is directed towards our newly 
reorganizedVillage Planning commission. This. is not a 
criticism of this group, but more directly a challenge to 
their abilities as individuals and their reason for 
existence as an advisory group to our village 
government. 

Our challenge to this commission is FORESIGHT, an 
intelligent and thought-full concern with respect to the 
future of Antioch, , ° . 

Already this commission is aware of the problems of 
growth in Antioch and recently were presented with one 
method of controling this growth through annexation of 
-land. This coming week they will have explained to 
them the proposed development of the area around the 
Antioch Country Club. There have been rumors and 
inquiries as to possible other developments in the area. 

There is one very important thing for the commission 
to remember. As various groups make their development 
proposals, each group is basically a self-interest group, 
or they would not be there. This by no means is wrong, 
but it is something that must be remembered and given 
proper weight before deposition of a case is made. , 

Each and every group that comes before the planning 
commission will have a well developed plan, one that 
has been developed by a goup of professionals in the 
field. At the outset the plan appears to have all the 
problems solved, but remember they have answered the 
problems in the way to meet their ends. This may or 
may not be for the good of the village as a whole. The 
job of the commission is to study each and every 
proposal with the utmost care and an ever present 
concern for the total effect to the village. The 
commission must not let the professional presentation 
color their thinking nor cover the fact. 

The relative importance of the Planning Commission 
in the coming months to Antioch is going to be great. 
Their investigation into new proposals for growth and 
various developments and their recommendation to the 
Zoning board and or Village Board are going to have a 
lasting effect good or bad for a long time to come. 

Mr. Thurston Davis once said "Ah, the insight of 
hindsight". Let us hope that the Planning commission 
develops an insight into their farsight for our future,

Lake and MeHenry Coun- 
ties, which have comprised 
most of the 12th Congressional 
District since the District was 
established by the Illinois State 
Legislature in 1961, would 
each be divided into parts of 
other Congressional Districts 
under a Congressional Redis- 
ricting map approved by a 
3- judge district court. ■ 

The 12th District repres- 
ented by Congressman Robert 
McCIory of Lake Bluff would 
lose Deerfield, West Deerfield, 
Ela, Vernon and Libertyville 
Townships in Lake County to a 
new 12th District comprising 
parts of Cook County. The 
new 13th Congressional Dist- 
rict would include the rest of 
Lake County and would retain 
Marengo, Riley, Coral, Dorr, 
Grafton, Nunda, and Algon- 
quin Townships in MeHenry 
County as well as most of Kane 
County except Aurora, Batavia 
and Geneva. 

The U. S. District Court's 
action resulted from the failure 
of the Illinois General Assem- 
bly to effect a redisricting 
before its adjournment on June 
30th. 

In rejecting a proposed 
redisricting recommended by 
Illinois* 24 incumbent Congres- 
smen, the District Court judges 
adopted a map which 'had 
received substantial support by 
the Illinois House of Repres- 
entatives. 

In commenting on the new 
redisricting, Congressman 
McCIory declared: "The new 
Congressional map satisfies the 
one-man, one-vote principle, 
-and appears to meet the 
criteria of compactness and 
contiguity. However, the redis- 
ricting is bound to cause much 
confusion and some disap- 
pointment. It is disappointing 
for me to contemplate losing 
parts of the existing 12th 
District. However, if the 
court's redisricting is sus- 
tained, I am confident that the 
citizens in the territory com- 
prising the new 13th Congres- 
sional District will find a broad 
community of interest."

The total population forecast for the 
site is expected to be under 4,000 
persons.

but Goodies". A fan of Larry 
Lujack of WLS, he is 
constantly listening so as to 
develop his radio skills and 
voice projection. * 

Johnson has, recently started 
a Vh hour pre-recorded jam 
session at the request of the 
student body. This program is 
played daily in the student 
cafeteria during lunch time. 

Although he has never 
worked in a licensed radio 
station, he wants to find a job 
as a disc jockey in the midwest 
and eventually would like to 
become a part of network 
radio. 

Two other dorm mates have 
participated in Johnson's 

Erogram; Bob Scarpelli, who 
requently plays way out 
"freak mUsic* and Vic 
McGuire, who during the 
athletic season broadcasts five 
minutes of "Sport Shorts".

According to Michael 
Warren, Assistant to the 
Director, this hobby has 
enabled Rick to deal with a 
number of his particular 
personal problems. "While such 
devotion to one interest might 
damage a more stable young 
man,'^ Warren said, "the 
satisfaction Rick has gained 
through his radio achievement 
has continually strengthened 
his social development." 

Most of -Johnson's 
equipment has been borrowed 
or donated. He has two seven 
inch tape players, slightly 
worn, two cassette players and 
one turntable with the. motor 
shot. "I ■ need a mixer and 
amplifier right now/' he said. 
"I just haven't been able to 
save enough to buy them:" In 
spite of that, Rick Johnson 
continues to come on each 
night "Kicking Out The Jams".
